78 years of age, resisted the efforts of his son to 
induce him to make the journey to the capitol.

Likewise, he followed a custom of 


the early presidents, revived by his 
predecessor, of addressing his mes- 
sages to Congress by the spoken in- 
stead of the written word. In his ap- 
pearance before Congress as in his 
other public addresses. Mr. Harding 
never sought to attain to oratorical 
heights, but rather cultivated a delib- 
erate and unembellished utterance. 


As an orator he ciever rated him- 


self as witty or eloquent, though be- 
fore his election he attained consid- 
erable success on the Chautauqua 
platform. Mr Harding walked slow- 
ly, talked slowly and made up his 
mind slowly, but he gave the impres- 
sion of polished deliberation rather 
than of over cautious or abashment.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—The 


news of President Harding's death 
swept through his hotel and out of 
San Francisco with almost electrical 
suddenness. Hotel 
officials 
among 
the first to whom word of tho tragic 
event was given, immediately had the 
great blue presidential flag with its 
gold seal of the United States hauled 
down and then raised again to half 
stajTf. 
A minute or two later an assistant 


manager rushed Into the rose bow] 
room, where a dinner dance was In 
progress, raised a hand and stopped 
the orchestra's playing. 
Announce- 
ment of the death of the executive 
followed and the dancers, their gay 
dress a sad contrast to their expres- 
sions of gravity, gathered into little 
groups, obtained their wraps and de- 
parted. 
The news passed from lip to lip 
Some guests, more curious than their 
fellows, gathered In groups at the 
ends of corridors leading to the presi- 
dential rooms and stared downwarc 
the hallways at the screens which 
shut off view of the suite where the 
twenty-ninth President of the United 
States lay silent in death. 
Cabinet officers, headed by Secre- 
tary Hoover, of the Commerce de- 
partment, hastened up and down the 
hall, hastening to express their con 
dolence to Mrs Harding and hurrying 
back for hasty conferences among 
themselves or -with other governmen 
officials^ 
Lieut -Commander Joel T Boons 
assistant physician to the President 
hurried up Irom downstairs, where a 
newspaper man had found him In re 
sponse to Mrs Harding's frantic ap 
peals 
Rumors began to fly about, eacl 
•wilder than its predecessor, and al 
denied soon after by official bulletin 
which were issued as a dozen word 
telling the news, or which had been 
rushed from the press too fast for 


more than a picture and the phrass, 
'Harding dead," circulated like wild- 
fire through the downtown district* 
and even far out on the residential 
Greets within a few minutes after the 
official bulletin announcing the death 
had been issued. 


They brought a shock to crowds 


which, a few minutes before were 
sure that the city's distinguished 
:uest was well on the way to recov- 
Jry, had started out to spend the 
evening at theatres, dances or other 
amusements. 


Even before that reports of death 
had spread far and the telephone 
sxvltchboard at the

CORRECT FASTENINGS FOR SMAB/T MNTWOS 


•"One of the most necessary and important features of the linings 


•which we discussed yesterday, is a convenient, yet ottally inconspicuous 
opening. "With slips and some loose linings this problem is solved by 
making tbe neck line sufficiently large to put on over the head, with or 
without fastenings at the shoulder. When the lining of a gown with a 
vest of aheer material opens in front the lining must be cut away enuogh 
to prevent the fastening showing-. For a soft allk gown it ia better to 
have the lining open at both shoulders, or at the left shoulder and under- 
arm to avoid marring the smooth surface of th* silk.

the, opening of aemi-fitting' linings may be finished -with half-inch 


hems and small snaps sewn closely enough together to prevent undesir- 
able spreading ttf the lining. For a lining which opens in front hooks 
and eyes are better. To make this closing flat and inconspicuous turn 
both, aides of the opening toward wrong side of the lining along the seam 
line indicated on pattern: stitch on edges of folds and again one-quarter 
inch from first stitching. On the right hand side of the lining sew the 
hooka slightly in from folded edge, and about one inch apart. On the 
left hand aide eew the eyes extending them slightly beyond the folded 
edge. Cover books and eyes with Bilk seam binding, ellppd under tha 
bill of the hook and hemmed at both sides to the lining.

From time immemorial, the great 


and resistless strength in unity, con- 
trasted with the fatal weakness of 
division, has been handed down as a 
fundamental lesson, a bit of element- 
ary wisdom- 
Yet how sadly, often- 


times, we all seem to ignore this sim- 
ple lesson to our own injury, loss and 
suffering. 
Personal and selfish rival- 


ries and antagonisms for the rewards 
and honors of community and State 
life commercially, civilly and politi- 
cally—yea, even religiously—impel us 
to forget the great lesson in the fable 
of the bundle of rods or fagots, and 
*e ourselves suffer for our failure to 
heed the elementary wisdom con- 
firmed by all human experience and 
hoary with years, even centuries. 


We have sought in a previous ex- 


pression to stress the fact that the 
true and abiding interests and welfare 
of the county and its people and of 
the city and its residents are inextric- 
ably bound up or interwoven so that 
neither can suffer without the other, 
neither can prosper or benefit-with- 
out the other. The city has not un- 
dertaken to intermeddle with the af- 
fairs of the people of the county, as 
to how they shall market their prod- 
ucts, nor where, nor when. 
It has 


recognized that this is a matter to be 
determined solely by the individual 
intelligence, judgment and conscience. 
On the other hand, the city, its lead- 


s and business concerns have been 


at all times ready to aid, to serve and 


unite with the people of the coun- 


ty, feeling that in consulting and con- 
serving their interests, rights and 
feelings we shall derive a reflex bene- 
fit in any prosperity which may come 
to them, and realizing that we must 
likewise and through the operation of 
inexorable economic laws share and 
feel any adversity which the people 
of the county may suffer. In a word, 
we are members of 
politic and economic 


dices. 
It muat be evident also that 


any who do or attempt to do this is 
actuated by a short-sighted and mis- 
taken conception of his own selfish 
interests. 


Pittsylvanla county and the city of 


Danville must and will prosper and 
develop along all desirable lines. The 
degree of that prosperity and devel- 
opment depend absolutely upon har- 
mony and a larger, broader and deep- 
er understanding. 
Whatever helps 


the county must be beneficial also to 
the city: whatever harms the county 
[ 


must also be injurious to the city. 
These are 
self-evident propositions, 


and no one will essay to deny their 
soundness and essential truth. 


Let us therefore bear these basic 


facts constantly in mind and avoid 
injury or maltreatment of one part 
or member of the body politic, lest we 
also injure and cause the whole body 
to suffer. 
A recognition of unity of 


interests should not only impel but 
compel conservation and strengthen- 
ing of harmony and understanding 
and of that justice and mutual con- 
sideration which underlie and up- 
hold them.
